Southern  Illinois  University  at  Carbondale.  Also,  the  factbook  provides  an  array  of 
historical  data  for  five  and  ten-year  periods  as  well  as  statewide  comparative  data. 
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The  sixth  edition  is  composed  of  seven  sections,  including  information  about 
enrollments,  student  characteristics,  academic  programs,  budget,  student  finance, 
faculty  and  staff,  alumni,  the  library,  and  physical  facilities.  Various  data  are  intro- 
duced in  tabular  format  with  the  support  of  graphical  presentations.  Sources  of  the 
data  are  identified  and  encompass  annual  external  reports  to  various  agencies, 
internal  databases,  including  the  student  and  faculty/staff  databases,  and  the  coop- 
eration of  various  on-campus  units  at  Southern  Illinois  University  at  Carbondale. 

Sincere  appreciation  is  extended  to  the  entire  staff  of  Institutional  Research  and 
Studies  for  their  valuable  contributions  to  this  year's  factbook.  Also,  gratitute  is 
extended  to  the  various  on-campus  units  for  provision  of  data. 
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STUDENT  CHARACTERISTICS  AND  ENROLLMENT 

HIGHLIGHTS  OF  THE  DATA 


•  The  Fall  1991  enrollment  in  Illinois  public 
universities  totalled  almost  203,000.  In  the  past 
ten  years,  total  enrollment  in  Illinois  publics 
peaked  in  1987  with  a  little  over  197,  000. 

•  Since  1975,  the  highest  on-campus  and  total 
enrollment  at  Southern  Illinois  University  at 
Carbondale  was  in  Fall  1991.  On-campus 
enrollment  was  21,999  and  total  enrollment 
24,869.  During  these  16  years,  enrollment 
peaked  in  1981,  and  again  in  1989. 

•  For  the  period  of  1981  to  1991,  the  percent  of 
women  students  enrolled  has  increased  13%. 
The  National  Center  for  Education  Statistics 
reports  that  the  number  of  women  students 
nationwide  increased  23%  during  the  same 
time  period.  The  number  of  part-time  students 

has  also  increased  34%  for  the  same  time  span. 

•  While  the  number  of  first-time  freshmen  peaked 
in  1987,  the  number  of  undergraduate  transfers 
peaked  in  1986  and  has  remained  around  3,100 
since  1986. 

•  The  number  of  students  who  enrolled  at  SIUC 
upon  becoming  accepted  increased  the  most  for 
Fall  1991  as  compared  to  the  previous  five  fall 
semesters.  About  53%  of  the  12,806  students  who 
were  accepted  enrolled  at  SIUC. 

•  Since  1980,  the  total  student  population  has 
been  predominantly  White/non-Hispanic  with 
an  average  of  76%.  Fall  Semester  1991 
enrollment  included  10%  Black/non-Hispanic 
students,  8.4%  non-resident  Aliens,  about  2% 
Hispanic,  1.6%  Asian,  and  0.4%  American  Indian. 


•  Over  one-third  of  SIUC's  non-resident  aliens 
were  enrolled  in  Graduate  School  Fall  1991, 
about  one-fourth  of  Hispanic  students  were 
enrolled  in  CTC,  about  half  of  the  Asian  students 
were  enrolled  in  Engineering,  Graduate  School. 
and  CTC  and  a  little  over  half  of  SIUC's 
Black/non-Hispanic  students  were  enrolled  in 
the  College  of  Education,  CTC,  and 
Undergraduate  Academic  Services. 

•  About  half  of  SIUC's  enrolled  students  from 
Illinois  come  from  Cook,  Jackson,  Williamson, 
Lake,  and  St.  Clair  counties.  This  includes  all 
enrolled  students  for  Fall  1991. 

•  The  average  composite  ACT  score  of  entering 
freshmen  in  four-year  programs  rose  to  22.0  for 
fall  1991,  19.0  in  the  two-year  programs,  or  an 
average  of  20.5  overall. 

•  The  American  College  Test  (ACT)  reported 
a  national  average  of  20.6  and  a  statewide 
average  of  20.8  for  Fall  1991. 

•  The  average  age  of  SIUC's  undergraduate 
students  was  23  and  the  graduate  and 
professional  students  was  31  for  Fall  1991.  The 
majority  of  the  full-time  students  fall  in  the 
range  of  18-25,  and  the  majority  of  part-time 

students  are  22-35  years  of  age. 

•  The  largest  pool  of  SIUC  Alumni  in  Illinois  are 

found  in  Cook  (11,268)  and  Jackson  i5,971 1 
counties.

HIGHLIGHTS  OF  THE  DATA 


The  following  summarizes  "who  are"  the  faculty  and  staff  for  Fall  1991: 


•  92%  of  SIUC's  professor's  are  male  and  8% 
are  female;  63%  of  assistant  professors  are 
male  and  37%  are  female. 

•  90%  (1,054)  of  the  faculty  on  the  Carbondale 
campus  are  full  time  with  10%  (111)  part 
time.  This  includes  those  with  rank  only. 

•  60%  of  the  full-time  instructional  faculty  are 
tenured  and  25%  are  tenure-track. 

•  The  units  of  Liberal  arts,  Education, 
Medicine,  and  Science  employ  50%  of  the 
faculty,  A/P  staff,  and  graduate  assistants  at 
SIUC  with  582,  495,  and  370  respectively. 

•  Faculty  and  professsional  staff  are 
predominantly  citizens  with  a  total  of  82%. 

•  63%  of  the  instructional  faculty  (includes 
rank  only)  have  earned  their  doctorate  degree 
and  28%  have  their  highest  degree  earned  as 
a  master  degree. 


•  The  ratio  of  faculty  to  students  has  ranged 
to  1  faculty  and  17  students  since 

1982.  The  ratio  has  been  1  to  16  the  last  2 
years. 

•  The  average  faculty  salary  across  all  ranks 
as  reported  to  AAUP  for  Fall  1991  is  $38,500. 
School  of  Medicine  faculty  are  not  included. 
The  faculty  included  in  this  average  are  full 
time  and  their  appointment  is  more  than  50% 
in  instruction.  Chairs  of  departments  are 
included  if  they  hold  a  full-time  faculty  rank. 

•  As  of  Fall  1991,  SIUC  employed  2,149  Civil 
Service  emp,      ^es  and  the  School  of  Medicine 
(Carbondale  and  Springfield)  employed  800. 

•  According  to  a  recent  study  by  Larry 
Schilling  of  Institutional  Research,  the 
cumulative  average  of  faculty/staff 
retirements  has  leveled  off  to  about  35  per 
year,  since  1984.

•  The  number  of  degree  programs  offered  at 
Southern  Illinois  University  at  Carbondale 
totals  198  with  75%  of  its  students  enrolled 
in  Bachelor  degree  programs  for  Fall  1991.

•  Assistance  from  the  State  for  fiscal  year  1992 
accounts  for  58%  of  SIUC's  total  operating 
budget  with  $174.2  million  (a  decrease  of 
about  $600,000  from  FY91).   Grapevine 
reported  that  total  amount  appropriated  by 
state  government  to  higher  education 
nationally  was  from  $40.1  billion  in  FY1991 
to  slightly  less  than  $40.1  billion  in  FY1992. 
In  the  past  five  fiscal  years,  SIUC's  total 
operating  budget  has  increased  10%  at  most 

in  FY90,  and  increased  the  least  in  FY92 
(1.5%). 

•  Tuition  and  fees  has  provided  18%  of  source 
of  revenue  from  FY86-91.  Current  fund 
revenues  totalled  $295  million  with  an 
increase  of  about  4%  compared  to  FY90. 

•  Current  fund  expenditures  totalled  $298 
million  with  an  increase  of  about  4%  also 
compared  to  the  previous  fiscal  year. 


•  Since  FY86,  education  and  general 
expenditures  has  steadily  risen  to 
approximately  a  25%  increase  totalling 
$266  million  in  FY91. 

•  FY91  reflects  a  13%  decrease  in  the  total 
dollars  awarded  for  grants  and  contracts; 
however,  the  number  of  awards  increased 
by  6%.  Total  dollar  amounts  equalled 
$62.7  million,  and  total  number  of 
awards,  which  included  those  identified  as 
research,  training,  and  service,  totalled  885. 

•  A  six-year  history  of  external  grants  and 
contracts  by  college  has  been  included  in  this 
year's  factbook.  Number  of  awards  and 
dollar  amounts  are  itemized  by  college  for  the 
"research  awards"  and  total  awards  including 
training  and  service  awards.

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STUDENT  FINANCE 
HIGHLIGHTS  OF  THE  DATA 


•  With  an  impending  tuition  increase  of  10% 
for  Academic  Year  1992-93,  the  accessability 
of  financial  assistance  will  be  crucial  for 
Southern  Illinois  University  at  Carbondale 
students. 

•  Fees  for  an  academic  year  have  almost 
doubled  since  1982,  and  tuition  has  more  than 
doubled  for  the  same  time  period. 

•  From  1986  to  the  present,  financial  aid  has 
increased  steadily  from  62  million  to  about 
93  million  or  a  33%  increase.  In  FY91,  20% 
of  SIUC's  available  aid  was  from  federal 
sources,  43%  from  state  sources,  and  29%  from 
institutional  sources. 

•  Specifically,  College  Work  Study  funds  have 
increased  a  little  over  7%  with  Pell  Grant  funds 
an  increase  of  22%  from  86-91. 

•  Undergraduate  aid  recipients  totalled  16,281 
(about  65%  of  the  total  undergraduate 
population)  and  4,337  graduate  students 
received  financial  support  (80%)  of  the 
graduate  population. 


•  Reviewing  the  status  of  annual  tuition  and 
fees  charged  for  resident  students  at  Illinois 
public  universities,  the  average  charge  was 
$2,300  for  1991-92  (a  5.6%  change  from 
1990 \  91).   SIUC  is  approximately  4% 
above  the  average  charged  with  the 
University  of  Illinois  at  Urbana-Champaign 
charging  the  highest  --  38%  above  the 
average  charged  in  Illinois. 

•  According  to  the  annual  Student  Charges  at 
Public  Institutions  survey  conducted  by 
NASULGC  and  AASCU  for  1991,  the  average 
undergraduate  tuition/fee  charges  for  an 
academic  year  is  $2,019  (N=503).  Looking 
only  at  Illinois  public  institutions,  all  charge 
above  this  national  average  except  Chicago 
State,  Governor's  State,  Sangamon  State, 
and  SIU-Edwardsville.

LIBRARY 
HIGHLIGHTS  OF  THE  DATA 


Library  Affairs,  School  of  Law  Library,  and  School  of  Medicine  Liabraries 
annually  report  various  data  about  collections,  expenditures,  and  staff  to  the 
Association  of  Research  Libraries.  Summary  of  the  data  follows. 


In  fiscal  year  1991,  the  University's  collection 
totalled  2,267,633  volumes  (excluding 
government  documents).  This  includes 
Library  Affairs,  School  of  Law  Library,  and 
School  of  Medicine  Library.  Collection  of 
both  paper  and  microform  government 
documents  totals  a  little  over  1  million.  The 
number  of  microform  units  in  FY91  increased 
tremendously  with  746,425  added  units  and 
totalling  over  3  million. 


Eleven  percent  more  items  were  borrowed  in 
FY91  and  3  percent  more  items  loaned 
through  Library  Affairs. 

Expenditures  for  materials  and  binding 
decreased  in  FY91  as  compared  to  FY90  as 
well  as  expenditures  for  salaries/wages  and 
operating  expenses  equipment.  Total 
decrease  for  all  three  expenditures  was  about 
2.5%. 
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PHYSICAL  PLANT  AND  OTHER  PROPERTY 
HIGHLIGHTS  OF  THE  DATA 


•  Capital  improvement  monies  totalled 
$3,700,000  for  FY1992  with  a  7.2% 
realization  of  the  total  monies  requested. 

•  Since  FY1980,  SIU  has  realized  the  largest 
percent  of  requested  capital  improvements 
monies  in  1991  with  81.4%,  and  the  smallest 
percent  of  requested  monies  in  1982  (4.7%). 


•  SIUC's  investment  in  equipment  increased 
from  $94.8  million  to  $102.2  million  during 
the  period  of  FY90-91. 

•  As  of  Fall  Semester  1989,  the  largest  percent 
of  SIUC's  net  assignable  square  feet  is  used 
for  laboratories  (18.2),  office  (23.2),  special 
uses  (19.6)  such  as  athletic/physical 
education,  radio/TV,  and  clinic/non-med.,  and 
support  (10.4)  such  as  computing. 
Approximately  six  percent  of  nonresidential 
net  assignable  square  feet  is  used  for 
classrooms  at  SIUC.
